Attorney General Cummings has made sn 
announcement which should be pleasing to 
the majority of penologists. 
Through ne­ 
gotiations with the war department, he re­ 
ports, federal prisoners of the worst type 
will be segregated 
lo 
Alcatras 
prison, 
located on a precipitous 
island 
in 
Ran 
Francisco bay. 
Strong ocean currents aud 
the island's terrain make eacapo vltually 
Impossible. 
During the time Alcatras was 
used as a military prison, no escapes were 
made. 
Unfortunately, the project will be com­ 
pared with notorious penal colonies, such 
as “Devil's Island,” where Frouch prison­ 
ers are segregated. 
The attorney general, 
anticipating criticism from the comparison, 
points out that it will not be the govern­ 
ment’s intention to impose special hardship 
on Alcatras prisoners. 
The only purpose 
of Isolating them Is to keep them 
away 
from other prisoners and to diminish the 
possibility of escape. 
This Is in accord with the best theory of 
penologists 
Experts like Warden Lawee 
of Sing Sing prison have declared repeat­ 
edly that vast Improvement could be made 
in the prison system by isolating prison 
era according to their criminal class. Pris­ 
oners Incapable of reform should not 
be 
allowed to mingle with others who show 
possibilities of being reclaimed. 
It is usu 
ally the incorrigible criminal who is the 
nucleus of prison disturbances. 
When he 
escapes, aa he does frequently in a system 
which Is adapted to the average prisoner, 
he terrorises society until he is recaptured. 
Harvey Bailey is the most recent example 
of the type. 
Alcatras prison can accommodate approx­ 
imately 600 men. 
It 1b Mr. Cnmmings’ be­ 
lief that by selcting that many men from 
penal groups in federal penitentiaries vast 
Improvement can be effected In the mo­ 
rale of other prisoners. ‘‘Here may he iso­ 
lated the criminals 
of 
the vicious irre­ 
deemable type so that their evil influence 
may not. be extended to other prisoners 
who are disposed 
to 
rehabilitate 
them 
selves.”

The Same Mistake 
There Is no doubt that early in Decem­ 
ber the 18th amendment will be taken out 
of the Constitution.

The Ions bright spot Is the fact that some 
officials doubt the wisdom of laying heavy 
taxes on alcoholic beverages to discourage 
immoderate use.

the sound wisdom of that move is going to 
he followed by taxmakers of this genera­ 
tion. 
Temperance is tbe objective of the Amer­ 
ican people In the phase of liquor traffic 
control they are about to enter.

action affecting

should be 
measured carefully for its probable contri­ 
bution to temperance, 
lf It does not show 
promise atocrding to the lessons learned 
In the past, it should be rejected. 
Exces­ 
sive taxation, which merely would drive

contemplated action which 
should be rejected.

FIRST OHIO TROOPS FOR SPANISH- 
AMERICAN WAR ORGANIZATIONS

The Sunlit Road

A departure that is oil but un­ 
known in this imnnt-ihale section of 
the Ohio valley and which In peat 
years was ever an outstanding an­ 
nual event In many localities of 
the Ligonier valley in Pennsyl­ 
vania, many of which ha attended 
in hi* youth and his later y tug 
manhood, was recently attended by 
Rev. Walter Birdsall, pastor of th© 
First Methodist church of Avon­ 
dale street. 
This is known a® “flaxcutchiug ’ 
and is the culmination of the year­ 
ly harvesting aud raising of flax 
by those tanners who yet e^say 
adding this crop to the others that 
encages their attention during the 
spring and summer mouth*. 
Th# 
raising of flax in former years wa* 
ever «n important part of the ao 
tivities of many farmers in the vi­ 
cinity of Uie home In which th© 
now East Liverpool minister wa* 
reared. 
It was recognized by these far­ 
mers ct the Keystone state that no 
plant not yielding iruit to man la 
more important aud useful than I* 
the flax plant. It is and was high­ 
ly valuable both for the fibre* of 
its Inner bark and for It* Beed. 
When separated from both 
th© 
bark and the inner wooden portion 
of the stem they tonsil lute mate­ 
rial from which linen, thread ami 
cloth are made. 
It is possible from flax therefor# 
to obtain that which will eventu­ 
ally be evolved into the coarsest 
or the finest fabric*, including deli­ 
cate lace. 
Different preparations 
ar© necessary to procure the base 
for the various purposes to which 
they may be puL 
From the seed 
is obtained Ihe well-known linseed 
oil that is In much demand. 
The raising of flax wa* one of 
th© early departures by th© pion­ 
eers of pennsylvania. 
In addition 
to the raising of plants that mad© 
for food it waa also necessary to 
grow that from 
which clothing 
could be made by those sealing 
on tbe farm* to which they had 
emigrated from foreign abore* and 
other American colonies. 
Rev. Birdeen recalls that from 
the flax which grew on and about 
hi* 
parents* 
Pennsylvania 
farm 
there wa* the custom in former 
days 
to make the remembered 
“Jayue*” fabric. 
In past decades 
such was made into men's clothing 
particularly trousers.

years they were generally worn.

The final departure of scutching 
the flax is oue that approximates 
the threshing of grain atter wheat, 
oats and barley have been harvest­ 
ed and duly allowed ti nettle while 
waiting the arrival of the machine 
and crews of men by which th© 
process is accomplished.

threshing of flax is not prnclicanie, 
R ev. Birds'll declared 
since th© 
filter of the flax is crushed and 
causes a choking of Ute threshing 
outfit*. ,

Great care is necessary to main­ 
tain the flax at the proper temper­ 
ature so that which will go Into 
the making of fabric will not be 
Injured.

I 
described how rapidly this gas at­ 
tacked the human body. It is dis­ 
tressing to learn that deaths from 
this cause exceed all other deaths 
from poisons combined. 
Deadly Monoxide Qas 
Serious and fatal cases of carbon 
monoxide poisoning are often caus­ 
ed by the Inhalation of the poison 
out vapors from the exaust of an 
automobile. It Is said that sufficient 
poisonous gas 
is 
found in 
the 
exhaust of automobiles that travel 
on Fifth avenue to annihilate all of 
the lnhabltanta of M anhattan. But 
fortunately the gaa is dispersed In 
the air and the poisonous effects 
are neutralized. 
But wheu a motor is kept 
run 
ning Indoors, as in a closed garage, 
the gas caunot escape. It will over­ 
come all who come In contact with 
it. In most Instances Its inhalation 
leads to sudden death, 
Many men like to 
tinker 
with 
their cars. Often weather 
cond! 
tions do not permit work outdoors 
and it ie done indoors. It is dan­ 
gerous to work on a car In a poor 
Iy ventilated garage. I cannot over­ 
emphasize this danger, and warn 
you of the peril of Inhaling the 
fumes of the exhaust. 
Danger Can Be Averted 
Never work on your car lf the 
garage doors are closed. Always 
open the doors and windows regard 
less of how cold It may be outdoors 
A good plan Is to securely attach a 
hose pipe to the end of the exhaust 
pipe and lead the hose outdoors 
This will assure you safety from 
the carbon monoxide from the ex 
haunt of the motor. 
I am glad to say that New York 
state and many other states realize 
the dangers of gas 
poisoning 
by 
automobiles. The 
department 
of 
public vehicles constantly 
warns 
of this peril. The fatalaties could 
be reduced to a minimum lf all car 
owners would take the necessary 
precautions. 
It Is when we get careless about 
things that we h are trouble. 
We 
must be on the alert all the time. 
It is true of the automobile, particu­ 
larly, that It has brought mankind 
many new problems. Gas poisoning 
Is on* of them.
